He’ leaves 
three sons and two daughters and his 
father, William Hall, now 03 years old. 


WANTED TO FIGHT MEXICO. 


Roosevelt Sald to Have Offered His 
Services to Taft. 

WASHINGTON, Feb... 26,—The an- 
nouncement of Col. Roosevelt's willing- 
ness to accept the Presidential nomina- 
tion, and his consequent open break with 
President Taft, was declared here to- 
night to have removed a picturesque pos- 
sbility in connection with the threatened 
trouble in Mexico. 
| Senators who pretend to be conversant 
with the facts stated that when the Ma- 
dero revolution was at its height and the 
possibilty of: American intervention was 
being discussed, Col. Rodsevelt wrote a 
letter to President Taft volunteering to 
head a regiment‘ of cavalry which was 
to be in the forefront of the invading 
force. 

Col. Roosevelt, it is said, stipulated that 
his subordinate officers were to be of his 
own choosing, and went so far as to 
name some of the men he would select, 
These included Col. Cecil A, Lyon, Re- 
publican National Committeeman of 
Texas; “Jack” Abe¥nathy, the. wolf- 
strangling ex-Marshal of Oklahoma; 
Sloan Simpson of Texas, a “rough rid- 
er’’; Secret Service Agent James Sloan, 
dr., now with President Taft, and several 
members of the old Rough Rider regiment 
of Cuban war fame. 

Col. Rooseveit at tnat time, it is -said, 
Stated it as his highest~ ambition to be 
again in the saddle in time of war.

DOUBT RIGGS’S CONFIRMATION 


Albany Leaders Think Bissell Also 
Will Fail in Senate.

ALBANY, Feb. 26.—Indications to-night 
Point to a refusal of the Senate to con- 
firm the nominations of Edward G. Riggs 
and Herbert P. Bissell to be Public Serv« 
ics Commisstoners. While the Tammany 
members felt certain of their ability to 
defeat the nomination of Mr. Riggs, those 
In the councils of Republican leaders de- 
clared that not one of the minority would 
vots for Mr. Bissell. 
When Senator Robert F. Wagner, Tam- 
mény spokesman of the upper house, 
reached Albany to-night he excepted that 
the Finance Committee would hold a} 
meeting before to-night’s session and 
vote to report' adversely on the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Riggs. The failure of Senators 
Fiawley and Pollock to arrive upset the 
calculations. Senators Brackett and Hin- 
man of the minority will be absent to- 
morrow, and in their absence, it is said, 
mo action on the nominations will be 
taken, 

Friends of Mr. Riggs said to-night that 
he would be confirmed with Republican 
aid, It was also asserted that the Brook- 
lyn Senators would not stand together in 
opposition to the Brooklyn nominee, un- 
less bound by caucus action. None of the 
Republican leaders would state what 
course the minority would take, but it is 
expected that an effort will be made to 
obtain united action through a caucus. 
The sentiment of the Republicans; as ex- 
pressed to-night, is that they should not 
aid in the confirmatiog of either nom- 
ination, inasmuch as the Public Service 


Commission should remain non-political, 
and Fe meng © memberg should not be 
displaced by Democrats. 

It is believed that some Republicans 
will vote for Mr. Riggs on rsonal 
grounds unless bound otherwise by cau- 
cus action.

IS FIGHTING FOR PRINCIPLE 


Contest for the Republican Nomina- 
tion Not a Personal Issue—Talks 
to the Massachusette Legisiature. 


Special to The New York Times, 

BOSTON, Mass, Feb. 26.—The Progres- 
sives of Massachusetts played a trump 
card at the-outset of the Roosevelt cam- 
paign to-day by getting the Colonel be- 
fore the Legislature, where he made a 
epeech on the line of his. Columbus ad- 
dress, and dramatically exclaimed, para- 
phrasing Patrick Henry: “If that be rev- 
olution, make the most of it.” 

While .the Colonel refrained from nam- 
ing President Taft, many of the legisla 
tors said it was plain to whom he re- 
ferred when, in concluding his address, 
he said; 

“It has been stated in the last few 
days that the. Constitution is a shield to 
guard against the passions of the people. 
Any one who holds that view does not 
know what democracy is... If you don’t 
believe in the people, say so and abandon 
your system of gévernmment. But above 
all things, don’t claim that you trust the 
people and underhandedly try to trick 
them .out of the right of reg? 
ment.” 

While the Legislature some loka ago in- 
vited President Taft to speak before it on 
March 18, the invitation to Col. Roosevelt 
Was not extended until to-day. .But when 
it was suggested he willingly substituted 
itefor the scheduled visit to the book- 
stores of Boston. 

The invitation to Col. Roosevelt was ex- 
tended on motion of Representative’ Rus- 
sell D. Crane of Cambridge, and the leg- 
islators were all in their seats at 8 
o’clock, the appointed hour. Speaker 
Cushing, whose house guest Col. Roose- 
velt was to-day, introduced him as “a 
very distinguished American who repre- 
sents the very bést.and highest in our 
National life.” ‘There was cheering and 
handclapping for three minutes before 
the Colonel found opportunity to speak, 
and hearty applause when he had. con- 
cluded, at 3:45 o’clock. 

Earlier in the day the Colonel said: 

“I am entirely happy because I am 
fighting for a principle, and. the issue is 
in no sense a personal one, You may 
quote me as.saying that.” 

Col. Roosevelt's Speech. 


Here ig what Col. Roosevelt said to the 


“Mr. Speaker end Gentiemeii: It is a great 
honor, which I deéply appreciate, to be 
permitted to addréss this législative body 
composed of :the répresentatives of that 
great historic commonwealth which has 
ever stood foremost in the unending bat- 
tle for liberty and right secured within 
the law, And I know that you expéct 
me to speak to you to-day, telling you 
just what I think and believe. 

“We of to-day, if we are worthy of 
endeavoring to lead the people aright, 
must be doing our part to secure social 
and industrial justice through genuine 
popular rule, and our object was- set 
forth by the great Italian radical leader 
Mazzini, when he wrote:

Thinks His Position Simple.

I wish to call your 
attention to the entirely different charac- 
ter of the National and the State Constti- 
tutions. In the National Constitution we 
deal with an instrument designed to de- 
fine the Mmits of power between the Na- 
tion and the several States. So that as 
regards the National Constitution there 
must necessarily be somebody capable 
of deciding what those limits are, when 
we come to discuss the relative claims of 
confiicting sovereignties, each sovereign 
in its Gwn sphere. The State Constitution 
of any State has nothing analogous to 
that about it. 

“There is no question in a State of any 
conflicting sovereignties. There is only 
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is a division of power shad, ty peo- 
ple and the representatives. 
People Must Be the Masters, 
"In the last resort, the people, after 
due deliberation, are to be and must be 
the masters and their representatives 
their servants.

Says He Went to London to See the 
Premier and Fired the Shot to ‘Draw 
Attention to Hie Grievance.

LONDON, Feb. 26.—Members of Par- 
liament wero startled early this evening 
when a visitor fired a revolver in fhe 
central hall or outer lobby of the House 
of Commons. Nobody was hurt. 

Such a thing had been unknown in 
recehit Parliamentary annals, but Pre- 
mier Perceval was shot and killed by 
@ mar named Bellingham in the lobby 
in -1812. 

The man who fired the shot to-day 
was dressed like a clergyman. He is 
about 40 years old. At about 6 o’clock 
hé entered the central hall. Going up 
to one of the two policemen who guard 
the short corridor leading to the House 
of Commons, he asked for a regulation 
card to send in to a member. On being 
provided with the card he addressed it 
to Will Crooks, the well-known Labor 
member, signing himself ‘the Rev. 8. 
Henry, Leominster.’’ 

He afterward took a seat behind the

There was a moment of breathless 
suspense when the man rose from his 
seat, presenting a large revolver to- 
warll the other side, of the hall, and 
pulled the ‘trigger. For a moment 
every one feared that the shot had 
been fired with murderous intent, but 
it Was soon seen that. nobody was hurt. 
The man still waved the revolver about 
in a wild fashion, and it was feared 
that he might shoot again. , 

A. Police Inspector and two Con- 
stables lost no time in rushing forward 
and seizing the man, wresting. away 
the revolver. As he left the lobby, es- 
corted by the policemen, the prisoner 
exclaimed, “ Votes for women! Down 
with the fools!” He also stated that 
he was the author of a book called 
“Tolstoy and the Messiah,” and that 
his action was intended as a protest 
against the Government's suppression 
of the book. 

Members and attendants crowded to- 
ward the, scene directly after the re- 
port, which was heard distinctly In the 
chamber itself, the entrance of which 
is only about thirty-five yards away. 
All were relieved on finding that no- 
body had been injured. 

The prompt action of the police prob- 
ably prevented further-shooting, in- 
fasmuch as the revolver when seized 
contained four undischarged cartridges. 


Ten other cartridges were found in the 
man’s pockets. If the billet had been 
fired toward the chamber it only had 
to penetrate & glass panel to reach the 
interior of the house.

EL PASO, Texas, Feb. 26.—Gen. Emilio 
Campa’s rebel. army, comprising nearly 
1,000 men, is advancing upon Juarez to- 
night, following a conference over the 
telephone with Mayor Lorente. 

At 11:15 o’clock to-night the forced of 
Campa had arrived on the river bank, op- 
posite Fort Bliss, about one and a half 
miles northwest-of Juarez. They are sup- 
posed to be extending a wing around the 
west side of the city. 

Early. in the afternoon Campa sent 4 
note warning residents of an impending 
move.upen the-city and advising them to 
offer no resistance. The telephone con-~- 
versation, with the Mayor of Juarez was 
the outcome. Apparently the conversation 
failed .In its purpose, as it is. believed 
that the rebel commander intended to deé- 
fer his attack until to-morrow. 

The situation in Juarez grew so threat- 
ening during the afternoon that United 
States Consul Hdwards notified all Amer- 
icans ‘to leave the city. By 8 o'clock to- 
night it was believed: that all had crossed 
the Rio Grande and were safely. quartered 
in this city. :

I then re- 
turned to New York—was out of employ- 
ment two months, after which I took small 
positions until October, 1905, when I went

Hoffman family went to Burope on 
July. 16;- 1606, and I “wag obliged to re- 
sign. I was out.of employment one month, 
and then obtained a position with Mr, M.

“The outrageous falsity of this letter 
is shown. by the letter which caused his 
disch , and which appears on its face 
to. be the first letter ever addressed to 
Mrs, Schiff by Brandt. 

“tT have information that convinces me 
that. Fischer-Hansen not only was the 
bearer of this letter, but assisted in its 
preparation. Indeed the story of chivalry 
foreshadowed in this letter seems to be 
a. specialty of Fischer-Hansen. In The 
New York World of Aug. 26, 1905, is told 
a somewhat similar story attributed to 
him. : I .am informed that he recently 
told a representative of the press that 
although he mentioned no names in this 
story, he had in mind Brandt and’ the 
Schiffs, quite forgetting that The World 
story was told almost a year before 
Brandt first entered my employ.

“Several days before the transmission 
by the District Attorney of his report to

BRANDT NOT YET. FREE. — 


Court Delay and Misunderstandings 
Keep Him in Jail Another Day. 


Foulke BH. Brandt did not leave the 
Tombs yesterday a free man, as Had been 
expected. He came to the Tombs on Feb: 
18,°and yesterday he completed his thir- 
teenth day of confinement there, Yester- 
day was in a sense an unlucky day for 
him. Misunderstandings, delays, acci- 
dents, and belated bail arrangements pre- 
vented his release from jail; but if. all 
S0es as now scheduled he will be freed at 
10:30. o’clock this morning:

Won't Fight Him or Ald Taft— 
President to Avoid Personalities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The first day 
of “the line-up brought about’ by Col. 
Roosevelt's. declaration in -reply. to the 
seven Governorg..that he will accept the 
Republican nomination if it is offered ‘to 
him by the Chicago Convention, produced 
@ good many more declarations for Presi- 
dent Taft in Washington than it did for 
Col. . Roosevelt. This was decidedly a 
Taft.day here. Not only did the declara- 
tions for the President come from poli- 
ticlans who are now in Washington, but 
& great many telegrams were algo re- 
ceived from other points to the same ef- 
fect. 

Aside from these voluntary expressions 
ef allegiance a careful canvass of the 
Republicans in the Senate and in the 
House discloses that Col. Roosevelt’s dec- 
laration has cost him support ‘rather than 
gained it for him. It could not be learned /c 
to-day that any Republicans who were not 
for Col. Roosevelt before’ his charter of 
Democracy speech at Cdlumbus last week 
had joined his supporters because of that 
speech. On the contrary a number of Re- 
publicans who had privately declared 
their intentions to support him and sev- 
eral others who were manifestly only 
waiting for a definite statement from him 
in order to declare themselves, have now 
aligned themselves with the President. 
The one favorapdie effect so far as Col, 
Roosevelt’s candidacy is concerned of his 
Columbus speech is the obvious solidifi- 
cation of support for him among the pro- 
Sressives. The net result, however, is a 
clear loss.

SENATOR DU PONT IS SILENT 


Proposed. Investigation Rests on Tes- 

timony of Witnegses In the Swain 
Case, Recently Closed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26—The first step 
to ‘unseat Senator duPont of Delaware 
on. allegations that his election was 
brought. about through corrupt methods 
was taken to-day when Senator Reed of 
Missouri offered a resolution to provide 
for’ an’ investigation into the “ alleged 
corrupt practices employed by Senator 
Henry Algernon du Pont to obtain mem- 


bers of the Legislature who afterward 
elected him.” 


Revelations of vote buying revealed in| t 


the investigation of Cornélius P.’ Swain, 
a@ Meutenant of Yu Pont, whose nomina- 
tion for Marsha] was withdrawn, aroused 
the auspicions of Senator Reed and others. 
They believed the bribery was more ex- 
tended than the Swain inquiry had shown, 
It- was the system employed in Lower 
Sussex in the campaign of 1904, where 
$8,000 was spent to corrupt voters, whites 
being paid $10 and negroes $5 for their 
votes, that brought about the inqutry now 
proposed by Senator Reed, 

Benator du Pont, it was shown in the 
previous inquiry before the Judiciary 
Committee, had participated in a confer- 
ence,in the office of Cok T. Coleman du 
Pont at which $53,000 had been raised 
for campaign purposes. Swain. received 
$3,000 from this fund. 

Just as Willard Saulsbury, who forced 
the Swain inquiry, was about to involve 
the principals, Senator du Pont withdrew 
Swain’s name and the investigation 
ended. 

Senator Reed’s resolution says: 


The testimony of certain witnesses 
produced before the Senate Judiciary 
sub-committee; . and certain affidavits 
there read in Lobe epee tended to prove 
that at the election in Delaware in 1904 
members of the Legislature were being

rominent Gibacnationa? Banker. and 


Director in’ Many Concerns. 


Ernst Thalmann, senior member of the 
firm of Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., 
one of the leading. international banking 
houses of this city,. died yesterday. morn- 
ing .at his residence, 150 West. Fifty- 
ninth Street. He had ‘been ill for. some 
time. 

Mr. Thalmann -was born :.at Mannheim, 

Germany, June 9, 1851, and eame te the 
United States in -1867, at ‘the age of. 16. 
His: father was a well-known merchant 
of Mannheim. and had given his son a 
start’ in commercial training. Immedi- 
ately after his ‘arrival he entered’ busi- 
ness in New York, and after being+-con- 
nected with several banking and -export 
houses he organized his own firm in 
1876. 
Shortly after that the firm - became 
connerted with S. Bileichroeder, -one of 
‘Berlin’s: important banking houses, and 
that firm -retained a special- partnership 
in Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co. until, 1907. 
Almost from the beginning the New York 
house assumed an important position in 
international banking affairs. particular- 
ly in_Germany. Mr. Thalmagm was dec- 
orated by the’ German Emipéror and was 
associated with a ‘number .of Germany’s 
leading financiers. 

He became a methber of the Stock Ex- 
change Dec. 11, 1879, and was-as well a 
member of the Cotton and Produce Ex- 
changes in this city, of the Philadelphia 
Stock Exchange and the Ch © Board 
of Trade.

Increased Orders for Coal from 
Abroad—Not Enough Ships?

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 26: — Pittsburgh 
coal operators, commenting to-day on the 
threatened strike of English coal miners, 
said that its effect was being felt here 
in increased orders. §. A. Taylor, Presi- 
dent of the American Mining Institute, 
said: 

“ Pngland will have to call upon Ameér- 
ica for coal. We do not anticipate a 
strike on this side, but it is very prob- 


able that there will be a suspension of 
from thirty to sixty days. The anthra- 
cite operators gather in New York to- 
morrow, and it is believed that they will 
meet with trouble in their deliberations.” 

John H. Jones of the Pittsburgh-Buf- 
falo Coal Company said: 

“At the present time a \good many 
orders are being received from foreign 
countries. If we should be called: upon 
to supply England our only trouble would 
be in getting the ‘ bottoms.’ ”’ 


RATES HIGHER BUT FOR HIM. 


Mellen Says Commuters Should Throw 
Bouquets, Not Cabbages, at Him. 


President C. 8. Mellen of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, testifying yesterday before the up- 
State Public Service Commission at a 
hearnig on commutation rates in the Met- 
ropolitan Building, explained the -diffi- 
cultiés the New Haven Road labors un- 
der in having to pay rental to the New 
York Central for the use of the Grand 
Central Terminal. 

Judge Wood of Mount Vernon, who 
with Senator J. M. Wainwright of Rye, 
N. Y., represented the commuters, asked 
Mr. Mellen if the Now Haven commuters 
had not the same right to be carried 
cheaply as those of other roads. 

“TI have never been able to find out ex- 
actly what they want,”’ replied the rail- 
road President. ‘‘Some apparently want 
to ride free, with a chromo thrown in, 
while others are content to pay the es- 
tablished fare. They don’t show much 
consideration for the railroad. I don’t 
blame them. Their viewpoint is the 
pocket.”’ 

Mr. Mellen. then explained the increase 
in commutation rates to Westchester and 
other, points as being due to the -heavy 
terminal charges, which he considered 
quite fair on the part of the New York 
Central. 

“I have always said,” he went on, 
“that if I could meet the representatives 
of the commuters and talk over the sit- 
uation with them the matter could be ex- 
plained. So far I have had the chance 
to talk only to land épeéculators. If the 
road was sold to the New York & Har- 
lem you would be in the same position. 

“T could better afford to take a com- 
muter by the New York, Westchester & 
Boston and give him a Subway=ticket 
than over the presént lines to the Grand 
Central. I hope you commuters will leave 
the New Haven and go to thé New York, 
Weatchester & Boston. That line will be 
ready in sixty days. You will have my 
blessing if you do.’

The interests of the two were. already 
well known. with India only &@ short dis- 
tance to the southeast and Caucasian 
Russia reaching down from the north.

“ Persia had no part in this agreement,

were greatly shocked when the announce- 
ment of the two beneficent powers was 
made. But they were soon assured by 


the British Minister at Teheran of the 
high purposé and noble aims of the two 
Governments in the agreement, and they 
were satisfied. The Persian people are 
simpla and childlike, and when they re- 
called that Great Britain was already the 
ruler of 72,000,000 of their co-religionists 
in India, they were ready to believe her 
assurances. Since then they haye had an 
opportunity to alter their first 

“ Possibly you have read in the news- 

pers how Sir Edward Grey stood up in 

arliament and sought to convey the im- 
pression that I was a blundering Ameri- 
can, indiscreet and undiplomatic, who did 
not take the trouble to acquaint himself 
with the facts of the respective interests 
in Persia. Not having had the privileges 
of Parliament, I had only one forum in 
which I could reply, and I. did reply 
through the assistance of the press, t 
considerable self-satisfaction if nothing 
more. 

“But now, when Sir Edward Grey was 
asked in Parliament about the statement 
of the British Minister he replied that 
hé had never seen such a document, and 
that he did not believe that it existed. 
I. had very carefilly read and studied 
that statement before I ever agreed to 
go to Persia. Finally, the member of 
Parliament who had asked the question, 
sent to Sir Edward Grey a photographic 
reproduction of the original of the docu- 
ment. It really turned out that the 
blundering American, who had not taken 
the trouble to acquaint himself with the 
facts, was acquainted with the only of- 
ficial exposition of the - Anglo-Russian 
agreement extant, while the British Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, by his own 
words, had never read it and did not 
even know that it existed.” 

Had to Resist or Get Ont. 

Mr. Shuster told briefly of the events 
that led up to the ultimatum of Russia, 
and declared that it was brought about 
purely through intrigue; in which Eng- 
land played into the hands of the Russian 
Minister. When the Cabinet brought the 
Persian Parliament to a sudden and ef- 
fective adjournment there were only two 
things left for the American to do—to use 
the soldiers he had had placed at his com- 
mand and offer.resistance or to get out. 

‘I knew what the first would mean,” 
said Mr. Shuster—‘ the repetition of the 
cruel, bruta] massacre of the people, as 
at Tabriz and other towns. I refused to 
offer resistance, aithough I had the only 
drilled and equipped soldiers in the coun- 
try, besides volunteer forces and several 
thousand special troops, called ‘the 
Faithful.’ ”’

ation could extend its operations outside 
of the State limits. 

r. Reed had this to say of the Cum- 
mins bill yesterday: 

‘Senator Cumpmiins’s bill means that 
the Inter-State Commerce Committee will 
report this proposal favorably.” I have 
been working for it for three years, and 
to Senator Williams of Mississippi is due 
| the ¢eredit for pressing it before the 
| Senate and country. It was brought to 
Senator Cummina’s attention two years 
ago, and he requested and received the 
tentative draft of the proposed bill at 
that time, but was too busy to take it 
up then. The bill is opposed to all forms 
of Federal license or regulation, and aims 
to prévent the miguse of corporate pow- 
ers by which -the Sherman law has been 
so long évaded. Senator Williams's bill 
presents the proposal simply and effect- 
ively.

CHECK UP BANK INVESTMENTS 


National City and Hanover Decrease 
Holdings of List Stocks and Bonds. 


The statements of National banks, now 
being made public in response to the Con- 
troller’s call of Feb. 20, have afforded an 
opportunity to check up the extent of the 
reported buying by these institutions of 
short-term notes.and other. securities in 
ordér to find employment for monéy usu- 
ally in demand by borrowers. Lessened 
activity in the stock market and the ab- 
sence of the.usua] requests for commer- 
elal funds has left the banks with an un- 
usual amount of idle cash. 

Most of the banks show substantial in- 
creases in the item of stocks and bonds 
other than Government issues, but there 
are two prominent exceptions to this 
statement. 

The National City Bank, the largest In 
this country, Teports stocks and bonds as 
of Feb. 20 amounting to $24,299,000. At 
the date of the nearést corresponding call 
a@-year ago the National City had $43,- 
560,000 invested in this class of securities, 
a difference of some $19,261,000. The cull 
of Feb. 20 is the first for this year, an un- 
usually long period having elapsed since 
the last previous call made on Dec. 5.

TO DREDGE AT PERTH AMBOY. 


Government WIH Provide Larger 
Anchorage for the Port. ° 


As @ result of the arguments advanced 
by Dr. .Cc. W. Naulty, Jr., Federal Health 
Officer of Perth Amboy, apt. A. M. 
Beebe of Tompkinsville, /S. IL, and 
busihess concerns materi¢ily interested, 
the Treasury Department /announced yes- 
terday that the anchorage grounds off 
Perth Amboy were to. be extended far 
beyond the present limits, and ‘that that 
port would ‘be made more accessible to 
deep-draught vessels by the dredging of 
channels. 

Lack of proper anchorage ground for 
vessels waiting to be inspected by. the 
quarantine officérs has been a great draw- 
back, has occasioned much délay for ves- 
sels bound to Perth Amboy, and has 
meant @ monetary loss for the owners of 
vessels berthing there. The agitation for 
an anchorage place for vessels iri quar- 
antine began many months ago, and it 
resulted in the Treasury Department set- 
ting aside an anchorage station off Staten 
Island just south of the Perth Amboy 
ferry slips. 

This proved to be entirely insufficient, 
and the agitation, which was continued, 
resulted in the énlarging of the present 
anchorage. So there is much rejoicing in 
Perth Amboy. ; 

Perth Amboy is a port of entry separate 
from New York—that is, it has a Custom 
House and a quarantine station. Dr. 
Naulty pointed out yesterday thé growing 
importance of the Amboy customs district, 
which extends from Elizabeth to the 
Highlands. He said that the foreign im- 
ports réceived in the Perth Amboy Cus- 
tom House last year amounted to about 
$21,000,000. 

Last July a quarahtine anchorage 
ground for the port was assigned by bs 
qreaury Department. Before that Dr. 
Naulty had, to méet and pass vessels at a 
point east of Staten Island,;~ traveling 
sometimes a distance of seven miles.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 26.--Details 
of a double tornado which devastated
